THE WORK DRAGGING.

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 28.—The attention 
of the House was seriously called this morning 
to the great danger of an ¢xtra jon.

THAT VOTE WAS TAKEN

result that the House declared against the 
Brazilian Mai) subsidy by a vote of 157 yeas to 
89 nays. Curiously enough, the friends of the 
subsidy do not abandon the bill. On the con- 
trary, Roach said to-night that his vote was 3 
strong one, and that he was confident of suc 
cess through the Conference Comiaittee. 
Efforts are now making to obtain the appoint- 
ment of conferees on the part of the Senate 
that will under no circumstances consent to the 
surrender of the subsidy feature of the bill, 
The debate on the subject was ot 
a very animated character. What most 
disappointed the subsidy lobby was the 
antagonism of the Southern members 
to the scheme. The Roach people bad counted 
upon the support of at least a majority of the 
Southern members, aod thought that the estab- 
lishment of the New Orleans Line would make’

for the subsidy; but the South went strongly 
against the measure. Roach had expected to 
win over the West, and Buckner. of Missouri, 
was out forward to show the advantages to be 
derived by shipping the agricultural products of 
that section down the Mississippi River to New 
Orleans, instead of to New York be“ rail. 
Frye, of Maine, and Blair, of New 
Hampshire, were relied upon to carry with 
them all the New England members, 
upon the theory that in voting for the subsidy 
they were benefiting the manufacturing inter- 
ests of that section; but the arguments of those 
. who urged that the proposed subsidized lines to 
Brazil would result in extending the sale of our 
goods and wares were more than rebutted 
by Mr. Cameron, who proved by statistics that 
the reason why England and France monopo- 
lized the dry-goods trade of Brazil was because 
the cost of manufacture was é 
MUCH CHEAPER IN THOSE COUNTRIES. 

There the manufacture exceeded the cost here 
by 43 cents upon every dollar. This large dis- 
crepancy in the cost of the article manufactured 
was What placed us at a disadvantage, and made 
it impossible for us to compete with them.  In- 
deed, Representative Cannon, of Illinwis, 
achieved a personal triumph in the defeat of the 
Brazilan subsidy. He bas been the most reso- 
lute opponent of that scheme from the first, 
and on account of his pronounced hostility 
to it, he has been th emmy in the House most 
dreaded by the Roach combination. Mr. Cam- 
cron bas steadfastly fougut the project from 
the time it was first submitted to the Post-Office 
Committee, of which be was a member, and his 
minority report in opposition to the plan did 
much to shape the opinion of the majority 
of the House against the scheme. 
His speech to-day was a very eloquent and ear- 
nest protest against tme and al) subsidies. 

SEWARD. 
HE Is LET OFF BASY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 23.—George F. 
Seward, Minister to China, succeeded in defeat- 
ing Springer, Chairman of the Committee which 
has been pursuing him with relentless rigor. 
Seward’s answer to the House, while audacious, 
was impolitic, and lost him some 
Democratic votes which he otherwise might have 
received. But it was something of a triumph 
for Seward to bave defeated the radical resolu- 
tion proposed by Springer, that he should be im- 
mediately adjudged in contempt, and the adop- 
tion of a resolution referring’ the subject to the 
‘Judiciary Committee, and the release of Seward 
to-pight on his own recognizance, cannot be in- 
terpreted otherwise than as a very considerable 
personal triumpb. 

THE PROCEEDINGS. 
To the Western Assoctated Pr-ss. 

Wasurwneron, D. C., Feb. 28.—Pending. action 
on the Post-Office bill, the Sergeant-at-Arms 
appeared at the Bar of the House having in cus- 
tody George F. Seward. Having announced his. 
presence, the Speaker, addressing Mr. Seward, 
said: 

Mr. Seward, you have deen presented at the 
Bar of the House, under the order of the House, 
for a breach of the privileges of the House in 

refusing to aus wer certain questions propound- 

ed to you by a Committee of the House, which 

questions that Committee was authorized by 
the House to ask; for standing mute when teo- 
dered an oath as a witness; for failing to pro- 
duce certain books as required by a subpena 
duces tecum duly served upon you. It is my 
duty now by authority of the House to ask 
whether you are ready to take the oath tendered 
to you by the Chairman of the Committee, to 
answer the questions propounded to you, and to 
produce the books as requested by the subpana 
duces tecum. 

Mr. Seward—I have prepared, with the assist- 
ance of my counsel,a statement of the law 
affecting this question, which 1 beg leave to 
hand in respectfully and to request that it may 
be read. 

The paper, a long legal argument, was read. 
The pith of it is that witness is protected by the 
sacred guarantee of the constitution, Art. 5 of 
the amendments, He claims the protection of 
that guarautee, avowing the most sinceré respect 
for the House. and the belief that bis just rights 
as a citizen and officer will not ve wilfully or 
willingly infringed. He argues that the books 
ealled for are not public records, and he, there- 
fore, submits «that he is not in contempt of the 
House, and that he ought to be discharged from 
arrest. 

The Speaker (to Seward)—Do you desire to be 
understood as declining to produce the books 
you were required to produce, aud do you de- 
cline to take the oath offered to you? 

Mr. Seward—I stand here, Mr. Speaker, for 
my rights as @ citizen and asan officer. 80 
long as persons who are my personal enemies 
are pursuing me before this Committee I shall 
bold all the books and rapers that I now hold. 
I speak this with perfect respect and deference 
to the House, but | shall stand for all the rights 
guaranteed to me by the Constitution, ~/ want 
to say to this House that whenever the Com- 
mittee says tliatit has done with my persecu- 
tors it can have my books, and whenever the 
Treasury Department or State Department de- 
mands my books it shall have them, but not at 
the instance of my enemies. 

Mr. Springer thereupon submitted a motion 
declaring Seward tu contempt of the House. 

Mr. Bundy submitted an amendment referring | 
the matter to the Judielary Committee to report 
what action should be taken. 

Mr. Luttreli—That is right. Let it go to the 
Judiciary Committee, The liberty of a citizen 
is at stake. 

Mr Springer—I hope the gentleman from 
Cahfornia (Luttrell) will possess himself.)

Rpecial Dispatch to The Tribune, 
Wasnmoron, D. C., Feb. 23.—The Senate 
Appropriation, Committee made 8 great many

those of more genera! and Western interest are 
the following: Through the combined infuence 
of Representatives Aldrich’ and Harrison. of 
Chicago, the appropriation for the Chicago 
Custom-House Building was worded soas to 
read. Custom-House and Sub-Treasury, Chi- 
cago, III., tor completion of building, $525,000; 
of which sum $30,000 may be used for fitting up 
the basement for thé use of the 
Post-Office, and be available itmmediate- 


ly. An of $50,000 is 
proposea for Tra e at Denver. Col. 
An appropriation of $12,000 for grading, paving, 
and fencing the Court-House grounds of Lin- 
colp, Neb. The appropriation for the Topeka 
Court-House is increased from $30,000 to $50,000. 

The proposition of the House to repeal that 
portion of the Legislation Appropriation bill of 


Treasury to issue coin certificates in exchange 
for bullion deposited for coinage at the mints 
and assay offices was stricken but. 

A VERY IMPORTANT AMENDMENT 
was added authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to lease at his discretion for periods 
not exceeding five years any unoccupied and 


be reported annually to Congress. 

The Democrats in the provision fn the House 
bill, which was passed without any considera- 
tion, attempted materialiy to restrict the opera- 
tions of the Secret-Service Bureau of the Treas- 
ury, and limited the operations of that Bureau 
to suppressing counterfeiting and similar 
fe‘onies. The Senate bas amended it so 
that the Bureau can be used to sup- 
press aby crimes against the Government 
of the United States. This, it is believed, 
would cover their use for the suppression of 
crime against the Federal Election law. ! 

Au amendment was inserted instructing the 
Treasury to examine accounts between the 
United States and the several States for claime 
growing out of moneys expended by the States 
for military purposes in the war of 1812 with 
Great Britain. These claims are quite large.

the following was inserted: For completing the 
development of the water-power at Rock Isiand, 
in pursuance of the contracts made with the 
Moline Water-Power Company, $75,000." Pro- 
vision is made to give the White House a new 
roof at ap expense of $1,000, and a new 
asphaltum pavement at an expense of $8,000.

THE ARMY BILL. 

The Committee of Conference on the 4 
Appropriation bill, consisting of Senators Blaine, 
Allison, and Withers, and Represeatatives Hew- 
itt (N. I.), Sparks, and Foster; held a pro- 
longed session to-night, and adjourned at a 
very late hour until to-morrow afternoon, witb- 
out arriving at any agreement or a feeling en- 
couraged to expect any. 

TRA SESSION. 

In the opinion of the best informed members 
of the Appropriation Committees of both Houses 
that an extra session is now inevitabie, and 
the prospects are that not only one or two but 
probably all ofthe unfinished appropriation bills 
will go over together.

Their Statement Concerning Their Condi- 
' tion. 

The Socialistic Shoemaker’s Union will pre- 
sent the following document to the Legislative 
Committce, appointed to investigate the condi- 
tion of the working classes, which will convene 
in this city this afternoon: 

We beg leave to recommend the following to the 
Committee for careful consideration: 

During the last seven years the middle and work 
ing glasses have sustained very heavy losses by the 
bankruptcy of numerous banks and other crooked 
institutions. By this means the working people 
of the Un ted States haye been robbed of more 
than $100, 000. 000, and at the same time business 
has been lessened and wages have been lowered. 
The market has been flooded with cheap produce. 
Retailers and small manufacturers cannot com- 
pete with conviet labor, wuich can be had at very 
low rates. in consequence of low wages, the 
laborer and workingman are prevented from making 
their expenses, and the majority of ge middle 
class have ruin staring them in the face. 
Besides, the middle and working classes have to 
bear the whole burden of taxes and interest. The 
compromises drawn up during the last twelve 
years by laborers have failed. We see now this 
great country overburdened with debits, amounting 
to nearly $20,000, 000,000, to wit: over 82. 000, - 
000, 000 United States debts, $3, 000, 000, 000 deb 
of cities and counties, and over 815, 000. 000, 000 
private debts, —a load of debts nearly equal to the 
value of half the property in thie caquntry. This 
is, indeed, a very sad fact, and it must lead to the 
resuit, by and by, of the debts consuming the 
property. ‘lo illustrate: All cities and counties 
are overburdened with debts it such a degree that 
in some cases, for instance, Memphis, Tenn., the 
interest cannot be paid. Among the States 
that are in a similar condition may be 
nrentioned South Carolina, Lodisiana, Missis- 
sipp!, Arkansas, Alabama, and Georgia. 
Then follow the Eastern and Western States. 
As to private debts, your hondrable body will 
piease regard the following: There exists no rail- 
road or steamsaip line from the Atlantic to, the Pa- 
cific which has not its rotten shares in the warket. 
and nearly every farm or house of a member of 
the middie and working class is overloaded with 
debt. Thedebts of those poor, unemployed la- 
borers who, in tbe hope of better times, are com- 
pelled to get trusted in order to prolong tneir mis- 
erable existence, are not counted im the above cal- 
culation. The interest on these colossal! debts has 
been swallowed up by the capitalisie and the 
Church. without offering any equivalent for the 
benefit of the Commonwealth. e submit our ex- 
periences to your Committee, hoping that you will 
take them into consideration and und out the cause 
of the increase of pauperism among the greatest 
part of the population.

The Spanish qudrantive autborities report that 
cholera exists, and is increasing in Turkey and 
Asia. 

Ou account of the extremely virulent and con- 
tagious character of the disease that bas pre- 
vailed in Southern Russia and the evidence 
poiuting to its introduction from the East 
by commercial traffic, it is recommended that 
the health authorities of American porta exer- 
cise a close supervision over the importation of 
rags and similar substancés known to be effect- 
ive carriers of coutagion, arriving on ships from 
the Black Sea and Mediterranean ports. 

From the reports of the American diplomatic 
agents and other official sources sufficient facts 
have been gathered to strongly establish the 
probability of the epidemic disease prevailing 
in Southern Russia being a limited but very 
virulent outbreak of plague, and not simply 
malignant typhus, as stated in the first official 
reports of the Russian medical officers. True 
plague has prevailed for two years in portions 
of Persia that were in constant communication 
with the villages of Astrakhan, where the dis- 
ease first appeered. 

The report of the chief medical officer of 
Astrakhan states that an intermittent fever, 
accompanied with suppurating glandular 
swellings, prevailed at Wellyanka in November, 
1878. The tendency of the. disease was towards 
recovery up to Dec. 1, when the fever assumed a 
malignant, paroxysmal type, causing death in 
from twelve to forty-eight hours. Up to Dec. 1 
the mortality averaged nearly 50 per cent, then 
rapidly increased, until, on the 29th, it had at- 
tained 100 per cent,—death resulting in every 
case. The most approved treatment was em- 
ploved without beriefit. Nearly all who came in 
contact with the sick died, including seven 
army surgeons, the priest, the nuns who nursed 
the sick, amd the Cossacks who buried the dead. 
Early in January the Government established a 
military cordon around the infected villages in 
the Valley of the Volga. Up to February no 
authentic cases had been reported outside of 
this district. 

The Governor of Astrakban has heen directed 
to burn the infected places if necessary, the in- 
habitants to be removed to other quarters witb- 
in a quarantine circle, and compensated. The 
German and Austrian Governments have pro- 
hibited the importation of furs and rags from 
Russia, and railroad cars arriving from thence 
are disinfecied at the frontier. 

At the last official advices the virulence of the 
disease was diminishing at all the infected, 
points.

Catholic organ, the Voliafreund, now estimates 
the debts at $5,000,000, and the actual assets at 
$90,000, or nearly 2 per cent: It is said that the 
Archbishop and his brother, Father Edward 
Purcell, are as much annoyed at the situation as 
acybody else. When the run of depositors 
began the latter was positive that $500,000 would 
be the extreme limit of liabilities. He kept 
po books, and had ne adequate’ con- 
eeption of the true state of affairs. The ex- 
amination by the Trustees has shown that those 
who gave up their money were principally Ger- 
mans, and that those to whom the money was 
lent were persons of other nationalities. The 
Germans, therefore, are loudly calling for au 
explanation of what has become of the money. 
The Volksfreund says: “ Affairs bave reached a 
point where a new course must be takev. A 
creditor has brought suit to recover his money. 
Should other suits o. there would be hard- 
ly avything left for the Archbishop to do but to 
make an assignment. In the opinion of many, 


this would be the simplest way to untie the 


Gordian knot, and let light into darkness. 
It could then be discovered what part 
of the money went for church objects, and at 
the same time a decision could be obtained from 
the Supreme Court regarding the liability of 
church property.“ To-day’s Abend Post, whose 
editor is a Roman Catholic, says: The Archi- 
episcopal indebtedness will certainly reach 
‘$6,000,000, if, as one ef the Trustees has said, 
only the claims of the residents of Ciocinnati 
have as yet been handed iu.“ The editor states 
that he Knows of many former Cincionatians 
who have removed from the city, but who con- 
tinue to hold heavy claims against the Arch- 
bishop. Nothing bas been said of late about 


the lottery project. Expressions of public sev- 
timent are so decided as to leave no doubt of 
the impossibility of obtaining a repeal of the 
preseut. Anti-Lotterv laws.

WHAT THE TELLER COMMITTEE FOUND. 
The report of the TLLEIn Committee is 


particularly useful just ata time when the 
Democrats in Dongress threaten to refuse 
appropriations for carrying on the Govern- 
ment unless the Republicans consent to the 
‘repeal of the Congressional Elections law, 
which furnishes the last vestige of protection 
left to the colored voters at the South.

carried, then to - swindle the blacks 
out of their votes. by frands on 
the ballot-box. The Senate Committee 
has taken evidence showing that some 
thirty or forty murders were committed in 
Louisiana for political reasons; that fraudu- 
lent tissue-ballots were used in every county 
in South Carolina, with a single exception; 
and that in neither of these States has there 
been any effort on the part of the authori- 
ties to punish the violence or fraud, but, on 
the contrary, the State Courts have been 
used to defeat every attempt to secure jus- 
tice in the United States Courts under the 
Election law which the Democrats in Con- 
gress now insist upon repealing. 

According to the testimony taken by the 
Tan Committee, free speech is interdicted 
in the States of Louisiana and South Caro- 
li Had the Committee been able to ex- 

their inquiry, they would undoubtedly 
have found the same condition of things to 
a greater or less extent in Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Florida, and some other of the South- 
ern States. There are certain subjects which 
the negroes are not permitted to discuss at 
all at their meetings, and these are the very 
matters in which they are chiefly interested. 
The relations of labor and capital, the ante- 
war and post-war condition of the blacks, 
the political rights of the enfranchised race 
and the conspiracy to break them down,— 
these are the vital questions for the negroes 
to discuss and think out; but the whites for- 
bid their mention at public meetings on the 
ground, forsooth, that they are incendiary 
and may lead to uprisings among the blacks 
against the whites! This reason is ridiculons 
on its face, as none of the white men, in- 
cluding the oldest inhabitants, can recall a 
negro uprising, and all are forced to bear 
testimony to the good-natured and forgiving 
character of the blacks as a race. Indeed 
the negroes have shown themselves in- 
capable, even in localities where they are 
in a large majority, to protect their rights 
or defend their persons from attack. At 
their public meetings, the Democrats have 
only to put in an appearance and _- dictate 
either unceremonious adjournment or a limit 
to the discussion in order to secure sub- 
mission from the blacks; and, where there 
has been anything like resistance to the bull- 
dozing, the result has shown whipped or 
murdered negroes in greater or less num- 
bers, but no casualties among the white 
assailants.

tard missionary work in China! The first 
point is not worth considering, because there 
is nothing in it, The Chinese have wantonly 
and deliberately violated the treaty from the 
very day of its ratification to the present, 
which would justify the Government in im- 
mediately abrogating it, even if it had not 
been decided by the highest authority that it 
has the right to end any treaty at once that 
is pernicious to the State. 

The second question, however, is an open 
one. The Interior assumes, what we do not 
care to deny, that the progress of the Ameri- 
can missionary work in China of the various 
sects has been unprecedentedly successful, 
and that the representatives of the different 
sects have of late years obtained a consider- 
able hold upon the Chinese, which, if true, 
only goes to show that the Mongolian nature 
in China is differently constituted from the 
Coolie nature in America, which is as far 
from what the Interior would call grace’ 
as the sun is from Saturn. It is a little re- 
markable, if the sectarian missionaries are 
all succeeding so finely, that none of the 
converts ever get over to-this country, and 


that there is scarcely one among the tens of. 


thousands now here who does not heartily 
despise the Christian religion, as well as 
everything else pertaining to Occidental civ- 
ilization. The Jnterior fears that all this 
vantage-ground in China is going to be lost, 
and that this great missionary work will 
be retarded, if not actually destroyed, 
by the action of Congress. Taken 
in connection with the harsh treat- 
ment which multitudes of Ohinese emi- 
grants have already received in California,” 
says the Interior, it may lead to the ex- 
pulsion of our American missionaries from 
China.” From what they have seen of 
some phases of the American character in 


their native land have probably not carried 
home a very exalted appreciation of Chris- 
tianity.” . . Their exclusion or re- 
turn may be no great calamity to them. 
Bat it would be a calamity of inexpressible 
sallin ens to exclude American Christians from 
China, and to break up the grand missionary 
work which for years has been making steady 
progress in all parts of the Empire.” The 
Interior makes this point very innocently, 
and undoubtedly very conscientiously, with- 
out perceiving that it contains.a non-sequitur 
that will undoubtedly relieve its fears when 
it is stated, and induce it to advocate the 
Anti-Coolie bill for the sake of increasing 
the good that may accrue to the missionary. 
As it happens that the Chinese in this eaun-

It 
will not affect those who are here now, ex- 
cept to improve their condition by pro- 
moting a better sentiment towards them, 
while, the restricted number who come—a 
restriction which will cover all who wish to 
come here voluntarily, and none others are 
allowed to come by the tweaty—will find that 
there is less prejudice against them. The 
improved reports that will be sent home bY 
the Coolies under such circumstances will be 
of a character to eause the Celestial Gov- 
ernment to regard the various American 
sectarian missionaries with more kindly 
consideration. As a measure, therefore, in 
the interest of the Christian sects and the 
growth of American religion in China, one 
may well be surprised to flu the Interior 
advocating/a contrary policy, which may 
sooner or later drive every missionary out of 
China, as a matter of retaliation. 


THE FRENCH FINANCES. 

The French Government finds itself in- 
volved in a serious financial difficulty. The 
Government finds itself with such credit and 
resources that it may readily fund a large 
portion of the national debt, but the holders 
of the 5 per cent bonds refuse to give them 
up, and the Government has not reserved 
any right except tq pay them. The cost of 
the war with Germany and of the foreign 
occupation from 1870 to 1873, including the 
fines and indemnities paid to Germany, was 
9,287,882,000 francs, which, counting five 
francs as equal to a dollar, was $1,857,576,- 
400. This was largely met by loans. Re- 
duced to Federal money, the bonded debt of 
France distinguished as that existing before 
the war and that at the present time may be 
thus stated : 1

To this there have been some additions, 
making the present national debt 83,780, 
337,129, bearing a total annual interest of 
$149,680,994. The ante-war debt beats main- 
ly 3 per cent interest, with some portions 
at 4 and others at 44 per cent; a portion 
of the war debt is at 8 per cent, another 
at 6, and the rest at ö per cent. While the 
principal of the war debt is far below that 
of the previous debt, the interest amounts to 
nearly as much. All these loans were ne- 
gotiated below par. 

The annual charge for interest is now 
about $150,090,000, and it is a grie vous one. 
The holders of the 5 per cent bonds number 
about 1,710,000 persons, and they protest 
against having these bonds converted into 
8 per cents, and that is the only way in 
which the interest charge can be lowered. 
The Minister of Finance concedes the 
difficulty, and has decided against the con- 
version, and on thiy question there is a wide 
difference among the representatives of the 
Republican party in France. 

This dilemma ofthe French Government 
illustrates the wisdem of the financial policy 
of Mr. Onde during our War. He made 
many loans, but he never surrendered the 
power of the United States to control the 
debt. When he borrowed money at 7 per 
cent or 7.30 per cent, he reserved the right 
to convert suehi loans in one, two, or three 
year into 6 per cents. When he borrowed at 
6 per cent he reservéd the right of the Gov. 
ernment to take uß such bonds at any time 
after five years. KEyen when he borrowed at 
5 per cént, the right to convert the bonds at 
the end of ten years was retained. This 
reservation of this power of calling in the 
bonds at convenient dates has enabled the 
Government to take up over one thousand 
millions of 6 per oent bonds, and fund them 
in 5, 44, and 4 per cent bonds, and which in 
time will enable the,Government to take up 
all the 5 per cent bonds and replace them 
with 4 per cents, or possibly 3 per cent 
bonds. The want of some system of this 
kind by the French Government has result- 
ed in the present complication, leaving the 
Government no alternative but to submit to 
the enormous charge for interest, or go upon 
the market and purchase its bonds at the 
high premiums which the holders may de- 
mand.

The section 
of the statute should receive a reasonable con- 
struction, and, when this is upon it, we 
doubt if any court could properly hold 
that if a member was an officer of the 
Association, and was paida compensation for 
his services, that such payment would be re- 
ceiving money as profit or otherwise.“ The ob- 
ject of the statute no doubt was to prevent the 
corporation from making dividends of profit 
among the members, as do corporaticus organ- 
ized for pecuniary profit; and while the statute 
might subserve a useful purpose if construed in 
this manner, we fail to perceive any benefit 
which would result if a member of the Associa- 
tion who happened to fill an office should de de- 
prived of receiving compensation for his labor 
as an officer. Compensation for labor cannot 
be regarded as profit, within the meaning of the 
law. The word profit, as narily used, means 
the gain made upon any busivessor ibvestment: 
a different thing altogether from mere compen- 
sation for labot. 

If wearecorrectin our construction of the 
statute, the pleas set up a plete defense to 
the information, and the demurrer to them 
should have been ove The judgment 
will be reversed and the catise remanded.

Evidence on the Application for a

The Coroner Begins His Investigations 
---The Bodies Exhumed. t 


Coroner Manu began an in yester- 
day forenoon at County-Undertaker Elton’s 
office, No. 454 State street, for the purpose of 
learning whether Mrs. Ida Meyer (nee Stark) 
and Henry Gelderman came to their death 
from poison administered by Dr. Henry Meyer, 
who, it has been alleged, entered into a con- 
spiracy with Mrs. Ida Gelderman in order 
that they might get the two first 
named out of the way so that they 
might enjoy, each - other’s society. The 
reports regarding the alleged conspiracy and 
the arrest of Dr. Meyer and Mrs. Gelderman 
have already appeared in Tue Tarscyve. The 
bodies, which were buried last October, were 
exhumed by the Coroner’s order and taken to 
the County Undertaker’s place.

‘The first witness called on behalf of the peo- 
ple was Clemence Maruach. a nurse at the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital. He was sent to 
Gelderman’s honse the day he died, and for 
two hours helped Dr. Meyer administer 
chloroform to Gelderman.

Fred Geiderman, a brother of the deceased, 
testified that he was sent from time to time to 
buy chloroform during the last two days of dis 
brotber’s sickness. Meyer and the deceased were 
friends. Meyer was first called jn about a week 
before Gelderman died, and at once, after mak- 
ing an examination, said there was great danger. 
The deceased suffered greatly from convulsions, 
and after Dr. Pratt had been called m, it was 
suggested chloroform should be ty Meyer 
had not been in the habit of visi deceased 
except in a professional way. 

Richard Meinuvg, clerk ma drug-store, said 
he had prepared several p of mor- 
phine powders for Dr. Pratt, and had put up 
three ounces of chloroform for Dr. Pratt or Dr. 
Meyer. ‘The first prescription was made up the 
morning before Gelderman’s death. 

Adolph Waller, a drugmist, said he had put up 
six ounces of chloroform on two or three occa- 
sions for Ur. Meyer, and six or eight morphine 
powders. Twelve ounces of ’ Was 
sullicient to kill a man. 

John Roth testified to procuring three bottles 
of chiorotorm at Fred Geiderman’s direction.

SAVINGS BANKS. 

A MEETING OF DEPOSITORS 
in Chicago savings badks now in the bands of 
Receivers was held gt the Grand Pacific last 
evening tor the purpose of discussing the mer- 
its of Granger’s House Bill No. 328, and of 
taking some United action, if deemed advisable, 
to request by way of petition the passage of 


the bill. The measute in question proposes the 
following reforms: .., 

Section 1. That t hall be the duty of the Re- 
ceiver or Assignee of any savings bank. immedi- 
— — Ps — a request ape to him thereof, in writ- 

ed by auy tend depositors of such bank. of 
oni ‘ch e shall be tae eiveror Assignee, to print 

and cireulate among the depositors of said bank a 
detailed statement, sifoWing ail the assets of such 
bank, of wihateverykind or mature, and of 
all promises te aay, of whatever kind 
or nature, showing: When such prom- 
ises were made or arose; when they 
were or are due: the names Of Lae persons making 
such promises; the thimg to be paid, and if money, 
the amount thereof, the rte of interest thereof, if 
any, and the amounatcoef interest due and onpaid 
thereon, if any; whether the paymentof such 
debt has been extended to any time, and if so, 
from when aud how mas times; a particular de- 

scription of whatever coltateral security Or guaran- 
tee thereof such banks have. and if it be that 
of a person, the name et such person. 

Sec. 2. Such Receiver or ignee shailfbe re- 
quired to print and circgjate such statements not 
oftener than once in r months. 

Sec. 3. It shall bes 
appointed any such — to remove immediate - 
ly any such Reegiver pon his failure to comply 
with this act; and ang. Assignee failing to comply 
wita this act shall ba removell uvon the order of 
any Court of competent jurisdicticn. 

Mr. W. P. Wright was called upon to preside, 
and Mr. F. J. Griffen a depositor iu the Fideli- 
ty, was * to give his views of the bill. 
Mr. Griffen complied, stating that he believed 
in the measure, and peved it would become a 
law, but adding „ he thought it might go 
farther and uot do any harm, but, on the con- 
trary, a great deal .of good. The chief thing 
which the depositors had to object to and con- 
tend against was the preseht prohibition of an 
appeal from the decisions of the Courts refusing 
the removal of Receivers. In short, the Courts 
had altogether too much control of 
this thir for the safety and security 
of depositors, and the bill should, 
in his opinion. be ametded so as to incorporate 
a provision remedying: this evil. Another im- 
portant consideration was the subject of a pro- 
vision conferring the right of reviewing all in- 
terlocutory orders free of cost on the proper 
showing to the upper Court. 

There appeared to be perfect unanimity of 
feeling on the subject, for no one cared to dis- 
cuss it, and a motion to appoint a committee to 
draft a petition to the Legislature praying for 
the pa_sage of the bill was. put and carried with 
the least possible delay, and Merrs. F. J. Grif- 
fen, W. P. Wright, George L. Chatfield, Will- 
iam Watson, and Charles M. Newland were ap- 
pointed as such Committee. 

Another motion constituted the entire meet- 
ing and Committee of the Whole to secure sig- 
natures to the petition. 

After some further talk the. meeting ad- 
journed until this evening.

EDISON’S ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


Claims of the Inventor in Applying for a 
French Patent. 

After an elaborate technical éxplanation of 
his invention and of all its details, 
sums up his claims in making application for 
a French patent to protect his electric-light in- 
ventions in France, as follows:

A LITTLE MORE THAN A YEAR AGO. 

In 1874 the attention of Mr. W. A. Stevens, of 
Detroit. was called to the beds ot carbonate 
which seemed to underlie this whole district, 
and he went so far as to sink asbaft on the south 
side of the gulch, near the settlement of Oro. 
The result, though not entirely satisfactory, was 
of value in that it demonstrated,the existence of 
silver. The Rock Mive—for so it was called— 
epeved up a thirty-foot vein of silver, but the 

grade was too low to pay the ccat of transpor- 
tation.. This was in 1875. In the following year 
the Giliechers sunk a shaft on the bill 
above Stray-Horse Gulch, about half a mile 
north of the Rock, and soon dug out mineral of 
high grade. That mine has been worked ever 
siuee without showing sigus of giving out. It 
was sold a year ago to the St. Louis Smelting 
and Refining Company for $225,000. The dis- 
covery of the now famous Iron Mine was made 
in 1877, and Mr. W. H. Stevens is commonly 
pposed to have been the lucky finder. But 
ig a romance attached to this mine which 

has never yet been publisned, I believe. In the 
summer vf 1877 Thomas Rames, of Fox Lake, 
Wis., m company with three partners, opened a 
shaft on Bald Mountain. or rather a ridge ‘of 
that mountain separating Stray-Horse and 
California Guiches. They soon struck hard 
rock, which required constant blasting, and, as 
r poorer than the traditional turkey 
of Biblicakfame, they despaired ot ever work- 
the mise, although the indicgtions were ex- 
ent.

His coad- 
jutors are the ablest men out of both parties. 
filden, Schell. Depew, Marvin, Chapin; the 
Governor of the State is his vbdliged friend; he 
nearly elected his Vice-President Mayor al New 
York City. Politically he is a Democrat, with a 
moderate doubt of that party’s reliability; but 
such an estate is too colossal. for politics. He 
lives almost under the eaves of his railroad 
depot, ina Fifth avenue mansion, and bis amuse- 
ments are horses, theatres and the family. he 
oes to court on stated days to contest with his 
Centhes on the property, and is about 56 years 
of age, the product of a small farm on the Bay 
of Mew York. 
What is to prevent such a man growing richer 


and richer with these earning instrumentalities.

broken by any great sorrow save the long-fore- 
seen death of his father, and. in spite of fore- 
bodings to the contrary, Was passed in the midst 
of arare happiness. When he returned td Eu- 
gland his sister and her husband went with him, 
and a Government apvointment kept them 
there, so that he was seldom without ber gher- 
ished society. Happy with her aud her Thil- 
dren, he lived twenty years of a. laborious, 
famous, and ardent life, and died at last peace- 
fully and suddenly, as be had always hoped to 
die. And when the time came that his sister 
should die also, she bad herself taken, knowing 
it was her last drive, to the house in Great Or- 
mond street, where life had been so full of in- 
nocent pleasure with him, and. after gazing at 
it for a loog time, left it behind forever. 
Macualay’s love for children stood next to his 
love for his sisters, and in some measure took its 
place. He always wanted somebody to play with, 
and it is within the bounds of moderation to say 
that the children were always clad to play with 
him. When he wasa young man his sister’s 
writing-master, having seen Macaulay for the 
first time, said, Ladies, your brother looks 
like u lamp of good humor.“ That description 
tells the whole story of bis popularity with chil- 
drev. In India, at a time when he was deep in 
the preparation of bis code, and for mere diver- 
sion read enough in the classics to bave ex- 
hau®tead the mental strength of almost any 
other man, he tells a friend in England how 
he spends an hour or more every day in play- 
ing with his little piece, of whom he 1s as 
fond as her father, end in teaching her to 
talk, and records tue fact that she has got 
as far as Ba, Pa, and Ma. After dis return 
from [ndia, while hearing mass in the Church of 
Santa Croce in Florence, he notices an inscrip- 
tion on a baby’s tomb— The most beautiful 
little boy that ever lived“ that brings tears to 
his eyes as he thinks of another littie niece who 
lies in the gravevard at Calcutta. 
The writer of Macaulay’s biography was him- 
self one of the children who were Macaulay’s 
playfellows, and be says that it is impossible to 
exaggerate the pleasure which Macaulay took 
in children, or the delight which he gave them. 
He could always invent a new. game or play an 
old one, and was always ready with a drama of 
‘contemporaneous interest,” m which he 
layed anv number of parts. Half of the entry 
fn his diarv for one day is his brief account of 
one of these little performances for the amuse- 
ment of his niece Alice. He was Dando ata 
pastry-cook’s, and then at an oyster-snop. 
Afterward be was a dog-stealer who had car- 
ried: away her little spaniel Diamond while 
she was playing in Kensington Gardens, and 
who came to get the rew advertised. in the 
Times. The same day he is content to record in 
two lines of the diary the fact that his history 
bas reached the rr Spped in something 
over three months of 22, copies. Another 
of these performances is thus described in a 
letter from a family friend to one of the nieces: 
1 well remember that there was one never-

At all events, it was not likely to be dispelled 
waen they found Uncle Tom attempting to 
palm off on them poetry curiously like that of 
the Jadicious Poet for the composition of some 
more distioguished person.—as, for instance, 
when he suggested to oneof bis older nieces 
that this stanza, from what he said was the ia- 
vorite Puseyite hymn to accompany the Michael- 
mas goose, might be by Bishop Wilberforce: 
Then ply the fork and draw the cork, 
And keep the bottle handy; 
For each slice of goose will introduce 
A thimoieful of brandy. 

And the suspicion that it was Uncle Tom, after 
all; must be couſtrmed in the minds ofthe impar- 
tial reader when be finds that the Judicious 

oet was just as fond of children as Macaulay 
ws and wyote poems for them five and ten 
stanzas long,—real children's poems, too, with 
no deep political or literary allusions in them,— 
which Uncle Tom would print out in big, band- 
some capitals. 

Nodoubt the secret of his popularity with 
children, and of his intense enjoymevt of their 
society, was that bisown nature was as fresh 
and child-like in the midst of great successes as 
in the earlier and quieter years of his life. 


ECONOMIC STATISTICS. 


Railways, Merchant-Marine, Telegraphs, 
and Postal Service. 
Popular Science Monthly. 

A general review of the economic statistics of 
the world in 1877 is published by Prof. Neu- 
mann Spallart, of Vienna; from it we take the 
following statements: 

ſeauανν..Iu the last three decades the net- 
work of European railways has risen from 9,000 
kilometers (5,580 miles) in 1847 to 154,200 kilo- 
meters*.(95,604 miles) in 1877. Of these 154,- 
200 kilometers 27,500 are in Great Britain and 
Ireland, 24,800 in Austro-Hungary, 24,400 in 
France, 18,000 in Russia, 30,000 in Germany. 
The remainder is distributed amorg the smaller 
States. According to these figures Europe has 
150 kilometers of railway for each thousand 
square kilometers, and 4.8 kilometros per 10,000 
inhabitants. These ratios are exceeded in 
Belgium, Great Britain and Ireland, Switzer- 


land, the Nethérlands, etc. 

America.—In 1830 the United States had 42 
kilometers of railway; now they have 128,000 
kilometers (79,360 miles), or 133 kilometers for 
every 1,000 are kilometers of surface, and 28 
kilometers per 10,000 inhabitants. In the re- 
mainder of this coutinent there are 17,000 kilo- 
meters of railway, of which Canada has 7,000. 


In India and Ceylon there are 11,000 ko- 


meters, or 46 kilometers per 1,000 square kilo- 
meters of area and ½ kilometer per 10,000 in- 
habitants. In Africa there are 2, 800 kilometers, 
witereof 1,800 belong to Egypt. Australia and 
New Zealand possess 4,000 kilometers of railway. 

Ou all these railways are employed 62,000 
locomotive-engines, 112,000 passenger- carriages, 
and 1,500,000 freight-cars; they annually carry 
1,150,000,000 passengers, and 16,000,000, 000 
quarters of freight. 

Marine.—The merchant marine of Europe 
embraces in all 7.400 ocean steamships with a 
tonnage of 8,000,000 tons, of which totals the 
United Kingdom contributes 5,200 steamships 
and over 2.000, 000, 000 ton#of freigut. 

Teleqgraphs.—At the beginuing of 1877 Europe 
had 351,000 kilometers of telegraph lines, where- 
of 65,000 belonged to Russia, 54,000 to France, 
43,000 to Germany, 40.000 to the United King- 
dom. America had then 183,000 kilometers. 
The dispatches sent over European lines num- 
bered 84,000,000 in 1876; those sent over the 
American lines amounted to 3.000. 000. Asia 
and Australia have each 38,000 to 39,000 kilo- 
meters, * 2,500,000 dispatches. In 
Afriea there are only 15,000 kilometers, almost 
exciusively in Egypt, Algiers, and Tuais, and 
the number of disvatcbes sent is 1,200,000. 
There are 560 submarine cables, representing a 
total length of 65,000 nauticai miles. 

Posta! Service.—The postal service now ex- 
tends to the uttermost bounds of civilization, 
embracing the whole globe, from Hammerfest 
to New Zealand. 

In Europe over 3,000,000,000 letters and posta!- 
cards are carried yearly. In this total the United 
Kingdom is represented by over 1,000,000,000, 
Germany by 700,000,000, France by 366,000,000, 
Austro-Hungary by 300,000,000, Italy by 120,000,- 
000. This would give England 33 letters per 
head of the population; for Switzerland, 24; 
Germany, 15; France, 10. Turkey figures for 
only,0.2 of a letter per capita. In America the 
700,000,000: i Asia, 150,000,000; fo ‘Australias 
700 : 1 ; ia Australia, 
50,000,000; in’ Africa, 25,

generally successful? No, the stoppage of 
all constructions: in the country since 1873 
brought down the price of iron in the North to 
such a figure that we lost our advantage tem- 
porarily. Out of thirteen furnaces io our re- 
gion of country only four are in blast. We are 
now at work, and just on the line we think, of 
better times. We feel more cheerful cer- 
tainly. 
Did Gen. Sherman come to see you on his 
recent visit to Georgia?’ Les, be came and 
brought bis family, and stayed at my house. 
Sherman was very well received on all sides. 
He was surorised at the immense amount of 
ore we have. He asked me seriously if 
there was enough ore to make it a permaneut 
thing, and I took him out riding and showed 
nim a mountain with its face laid bare, 
loosing like granite. Said 1: General. that is 
all ore.“ Why don’t you get at it, then?’ said 
the General.’ ‘Well, come a little further.’ 1 
then showed him a place where we were work- 
ing at two benches, the lower about fifteen feet 
high, and the upper twice as high. Saia I: 
‘General, that_is all ore, right through the 
mountain; there is one of your soldiers uy 
there at the upper bepnch;’ and I called to the 
man, ‘ Brown, here is your old chieftain. ‘ How 
are you, General? cried Brown. _ Hello, 
Brown,’ said Sherman; ‘this is befter than 
fighting, ain't it!“ ‘Yes,’ said Brown. ‘But if 
we hadn’t fought, you wouldn’t have been 
bere, Brown.’ He exclaimed, finally: ‘ War- 
ner, | have seen enough ore for to-day.’ I told 
the General tuat from the top of the furnace, 
nearly as far as could be seen, there was rich 
ore everywhere in the prospect, enough for 200 
years.“ 

„How aoes living down there compare with 
living in Ohic?”’ Well,“ replied Mr. Warner, 
wwe are, of course, isolated. I take the North- 
ern newspapers only; and attend strictiy. to 
business. We have some compensation in the 
climate. I think it is the best climate on this 
continent. My house is upon the side of a 
mountain 1,000 feet above the level of the sea, 
and behind it are 500 feet more of mountain. 
‘The house faces north, as we have to look out 
for air and guard against the summer rather 
than the winter. It is a lovely wimter climate. 
In the six years I have been at Tecumseb, there 
has been no death from any ordinary disease 
among the adults. We had one man die of 
palsy, and some women in childbirth, and the 


smallpox took off a few people, but by the 


ordinary diseases, consumption, fevers, etc., we 
have lost none. I called the furnace Tecumseh.“ 
after Sberman, because not far distant was an 
older furpace named Stonewall Jackson.’ We 
get our labor right around us, from waites and 

lacks. Most of our leading men are Northern- 
ersand soldiers. The Northern people control 
the iroa region.” 

Do you suffer from loafers or dullies in your 
settlement? “Not much. Sometimes rum 
breaks out; occasionally some common fellows 
come around; butit is rot safe to bother our 
settlement much. We have about 300 people.” 

“Are there not some large investments in 
that region?” “Yes, there is one Company, 
the Rowe Iron Company at Chattanooga, with 
New York and Cleveland capital of $1,000,000. 
There are said to be three-quarters of a million 
embarked at South Pittsburg, in Tennessee, 
which 1s altogether English capital, controlled 
by the inventor of the blast stove, Whitweil. 

“Is there not a good deal of insolvency 
throughout the South in railroads, public debts, 


etc.!“ „Most of the railroads are said to be fh 


insolyent; idon’t suppose they mean to pay 
any public debts down, there. Iu Alabama 
they have scaled their debt down 80 that it 
is very small. The Sout suffers a good deal 
from its own wiilfuiness. I fiad, in private 
conversation with most of the respectable 
men, that they are dissatistied, and lament the 
way things are going. It takes the greatest 
moral courage to come out and declare private 
sentiment there. The pressure of prejudice is 
admitted to have ed the Souéh, and in a 
measure isolated it; and I often talk to fine old 
native men who bemoan it, but sce no way to 
change the vulgar view. They suffer from their 
habits of thought and want of education. 
Throughout our section most of the well-to-do 
men were Whigs and Dougias Union men. They 
do not differ iu their home circle from men of the 
same class in the North, but influence does not 
operate in the same way in the South.” 

„Do you suppose that under any circum- 
stances the Republicans can carry Georgia, or a 
Southern State?’ Not in 1880. ‘There aro 
many districts in the South overwhelmingly 
Republican; there is the Selma District in Ala- 
bana with 10,000 majority. but it is counted out, 
like gag 4 ae districts.” :

Yes, 
happy the mother must be when if poverty, 
cold, and want stares her in the face she can 
laugh at adversity if she has busbanded her 
strength; she can join the army of workers,

I have noticed that of late the discussion of 
temperance has been added to that of many 
other subjects. The thought occurred to me 
that it was not receiving that attention of the 
Homeites which the universality of the subject 
would admit. May I. then, de permitted the 
medium of The Home in giving expression to a 
few thoughts! Certalaly there is no other sub- 
ject from the discussion of which the readers of 
this department can derive more benefit. 

1 was very much pleased with Gael’s contribu- 
tion. He that would be a successful temperance 
worker must have sympathy for the intem- 
perate, and take a heartfelt interest in 
thew redemption. But it is evident to 
the most casual observer that, in the 
geveration of drunkards that is, there is 
something wanted in reform besides” mere 
moral suasion. We must have this constitute 
a plank, and a most important plank too, in ail 
platforms of reform; but 1 think that most 
temperance workers will agree that it will not 


stand alone in the reformation of those unfor- 


tunates with whom drunkenness has become 
more ofa physical than moral or mental dis- 
ease. Then, if this is the case, we must leave 
to scleuce the cure of ali those who have so far 
wrecked themselves by the use of intoxicating 
liquors as to be unable to command their men- 
tal powers. ° 

But the prevention of intemperance in the 
coming generation is a work in Which, we can all 
engage, Let, the question from all its stand- 
points and outlooks be freely and openly dis- 
cussed around the fireside. Let the children 
hear you and discuss it with you, giving their 
ideas and views, and by thus doing they become 
thoroughly informed. as to the inevitable con- 
sequences which fellow the violation of our 
moral nature, long before they encounter any 
temptation, then, when they are tempted,—if 
they are, —the very kpowiedge which they pos- 
sess of the consequenees which must follow if 
they give way, ten chances to one will save 
them. This plan, 1 think, is not 
only applicable to intemperance, out to all the 
evils which imperil the future moral and phys- 
ical welfare of our children. ‘There is nothing 
so helpful to the advancement of sin and crime 
as ignorance. Let us be radical in our reform, 
and by being radical we gu to the root and pre- 
vent men from destroying themselves and be- 
coming criminals. Les us give free vent to all 
those subjects which, as a rule, parents leave 
the children to find out for themse!ves,—for the 
child sooner or later Goes find them out, and 
who knows under what circumstances? 

This is reform beginning at home; but bow 
about the outsiders? There are those who bave 
but just started in the downward road, and these 
it is that it is our duty to extend a helping hand 
to, and, if possible, save. Let us not be afraid 
of soiling ourselves. if we wear the elo hes we 
ought to wear when we go to meet such, they 
are of the kind that will not soil. Let us be ever 
kind to them, and try to replace the loss which 
they feel in giving up their oid companionships 
by something which is better. Make them as 
much at home in their new and strauge position 
as the circumstances will allow; and ofttimes it 
takes but a little while to develop the rarest 
type of true manhood,

Thealoe of which I have spoken before, 
and of which | p ised to tell you when in 
bloom, is now fulfy developed, and the many 
who have seen it almost always exclaim, Well, 
it is a peculiar blossom, but not as handsome as 
the plant’’; for that is one of complete sym- 
metry, and in color and marking as perfect as 
we ever find. The stalk which support the 
blossoms is half a yard in hight, and is of a 
pink and green tinge. The blossom is 1. inches 
in length, and coosists of a long tube, exactly 
like our red honeysuckle. Thecolor is light 
scariet on the.top, shading to white, and be- 
neath is striped with light green, white, and 
light scarlet. These tubes are circied around 
the stalk, and last several days. Ithink the staik 
will continue in bloom about three weeks longer, 
thus making it over a month for each flower 
stalk. Avother bunch is coming, so we shall 
have it bloom fer some time yet. After read- 
ing up different authors on the subject of the 
aloe, 1 think it is what is calied the partridge- 
breast aloe, as this variety answers to the de- 
scription better than any other. I have also 
learned that they may be raised from a leaf as 
well as from offshoots, though I think one 
would dislike to break a Jeaf from this variety, 
as it would greatly mar the beauty of the plant, 
and like the century plant, which Is the Ameri- 
can aloe, and surely no one would willingly 
break a leaf from them, though we are often 
obliged to lose a leaf by accident, as they are 
very brittle. It is a p'easiny study to watch the 
growth of this so-called century plant., and those 
who do not possess one I think would feel fully 
repaid for purchasing one, as they are pot ex- 
pensive, are of easy culture, and may be kept in 
a cellar with a little light during the winter if 
necessary. They may de crown in r soil and 
kept small, and thus lend a tropical air to the 
conservatory ur sitting-room; or, if desired to 
be of large size, to grace a lawn, some ieaf- 
mold may be added. They req but little 


water during the period of rest, not over once | 


a month, and, like the true aloe, will decay at 
the roots if too much water is lodged about them. 
By some it is thought to bloom but once in a 
huudred years, but the idea is entirely errone- 
ous, as in some countries it produces its flowers 
in ten years, and vartes from this to twenty, 
fifty, or seventy, depending, of course, on the 
climate and the care bestowed on it. After 
sending up its blossom-stailk—which is some- 
times forty feet hign—and delighting all be- 
holders with its eandelabra-like branches and 
swaying cups, its life s out, and we can re- 
member it as only a uty of the “ bygone 
days.“ Whether the life is exhausted by this 
amount of taxtion upon its strength, this de- 
posent saith not’’; suffice it to say that one has 
never been known to live thereafter. Day by 
day I have been interested in noting the leaves 
open. First, we observe that the tiny points or 
thorns begin to relinquish their grasp, and 
slowly open, till we can take a peep witbin; 
then we behold bow tight that grasp has been, 
for the impress is still on the leaf where it 
folded over, as well as on the tender little one 
which was within, and which also bears the 
marks of the pinching it received. I could but 
think of a frightened child when I beheld this 
tender littie leaf, and how it will run 
to a mother for protection in hours of 
danger, clasping the little arms about her 
neck till the impress is stamped thereon, even 
as I beheld it on my plant; and on these plants 
it remains long years after, for it yon will ex- 
amine the leaves of your plant you will observe 
this delicate tracery. Thus many a fond mother 
bears the blanched cheeks, fading locks, and 
disappointed hopes that you, my little ones 
may be spared the rude storms of adversity till 
your wings are ready tocarry you safely over 
the watcrs of perplexity’s sea of trial, and land 
ou finaily on the “Mountain of Hope.“ There 
samine of wealth in the study of plants, and 
each one bas some beauty peculiar to itself: To 
the faithful student. and true lover the theme 
is inexhaustible, and so pleasing that bours are 
passed unconsciously in this deligutful pastime, 
and I am looking forward to the promised 
camping-out time when we can gather the beau- 
ties of our prairies, as well as the companions of 
the streamlet and the shaded glen, carry them 
to our camp home, and with magnifying glass 
dissect, examine, and classify. It will seem 
like the days of oid, when, with our teacher, we 
used to climb our biuffs and pluck wild flowers, 
and then gather around her to analyze them. 
Every student of botany needs a magnifying 
giass, and in fact every lover of flowers, for 
they will disclose to you beauties undreamed of 
and alter possessing one you will be surpris 
to know how you ever got along witbout it, and 
vill find you have been going through the worid 
haif blind.

AFGHANISTAN. 


The Country and Ite People. 
Harper's Magazine. 

About 7,000 miles eastward, as the bird flies, 
is the beautiful wild inland country of Afghan- 
istan,—a land of lofty, closely-grouped hills, 
connecting by difficult passes the smiling vales 
between which they rise into the region where 
the snow upon their summits never melts, 
their brows white in eternal winter, their feet 
bedded in flowers and bathed by sparkling sum- 
mer-streams. 

Thie Asiatic Switzerland is peopled with over 
5,000,000 of a warlike race, whose record is one 
of the bloodiest, and at the same time most ro- 
mantic, in profane history. The istan, or land, 
of the Afghans resembies Switzerland in the 
grandeur of its natural features, and the Af- 
hans, like the Swiss, are brave and absolutely 
fearless of death; but here the likeness ceases, 
for the Afghans are a turbulent people, blood- 
thirsty and treacherous, and most unlike the 
sturdy, intelligent, and peace-loving though 
brave nation of the little Swiss Republic. 

The courage which inspired the Swiss hero, 
Arnold von Winkelried, when he gathered the 
Austrian pikes into his own breast, that his 
troops might pass over their slain chief to ric- 
tory, was the courage of the purest patriotism, 
An Afghan chief would have embraced death 
with an equal intrepidity, but from the impulse 
of ferecity, and from personal bravado. 

“In the Afghan’s eyes,“ says Col. Ferrier, 
“courage, so called, is the greatest of all vir- 
tues ; it stands in the place of every other; and 
to take Vengeance upon an enemy, to kill and 
massacre plenty of human Heings, passes with 
them for courage. As soon as a prince or chief, 
or person of lower grade, is in the possession of 
absolute power, he is expected to prove that he 
has it by the massacres he orders, They cannot 
comprehend why an enemy vanquished or dis- 
armed should be pardoned, ana tney regard 
such an act as one of weakness and pusillanim- 
ity. In their estimation he who makes the 
most victims is the most powerful, the most 
honored ; and it is very doubtful whether there 
isa family in Herat which has not been de- 
wrived of some one of its members by Shah 

amran’s barbarity. Yet, now that he is dead, 
the people flock in crowds in pilgrimage to his 
tomb! With such sentiments, it is not sur- 
prising to see the history of this nation traced 
in blood! 

A more incomprehensible study than that of 
the Afghan character, with its constant tumults 
of ali the passions, ites recki¢ss indifference to 
life and to death, its total ignorance of the sen- 
timeut or principle of bonor (as we understand 
it), its delight in brutal exploit, its headlong 
obedience to its own crude aud violent emo 
tions, could hardly be offered to the health? 
youve New-Epgland mind; for there it proba 
bly no life on the face of the earth grounded ia 
principles so moraily stalwart, and so little be 
lieyvying in the unrestraint cf the passions or in 
the license of iodividual will, as the life of the 
Puritan stock peopling New Engiand. For us 
to conceive of a life and character so radically 
unlike and so violently different in its manifes 
tations, is ditilcult; yet it is a timely study, 
now that this distant land and its undisciplined 
people are for some time to come to take part 
in a drama they themselves probably under- 
stand least of all among its actors. 

As to the origin of the Afghan people, East- 
ern writers hold various opinions, but the 
majority agree in believing them to be descend 
ants of one of the ten tribes of Israel, which is 
the claim of the Afghans themselves. Their 
name Afghan is the plural of jaghaa, an Arab

According to the interesting manuscript of Ab- 
dulla Kban, of Herat, ‘‘The whole Afghan ne 
tion was brought together by the arrival of the 
Abddalees (20 named from Abdal, son of Tsera- 
bend, who was the son of Afghan) in the Sulf, 
man Mountains, aud then consisted of twenty- 
four tribes, of which Afghan (the sou of Saul, 
King of the Jews) was the father. This Prince 
had three sons, Tsera-bend, Argoutch and Ker- 
len, and each of them was the father of eich 
sons, who gave their names to the twenty-four 
tribes. 

These tribes multtplied and spread over’ the 
romantic country of their choice, building tow- 
ers On its heights, founding cities on its fertile 
piains, and transmitting, with their warlike, 
heroic qualities, their terrible feuds and their 
unpronounceable names from father to son. 

Ihe Afghan may be said to be born with a 
dagger in his beit, a sword at his side, and a 
kuife between his teeth; and from the moment 
he can Walk alone he is on the watch for known 
or. suspected enemies, and on his own part 
hesitates at nothing by which he can push 
himself forward in the face for power 
or wealth. If father, woth, wile, 


Their slaves and the prisoners teken in their 
unceasing skirmishing—for they have not the 
system or organization of real wartare—are vie- 
tims pot only of the will and temper of their 
musters and captors, but of a terrible caprice 
that takes pleasure in personally inflicting tor- 
tures and barbarities that seem incredible. In- 
stead of industries, pillage, fo and masss- 
cres are the routine of Afghan life, and each 
Afghan well knows that he is almost certain of 
his portion of ita desperate vicissitudes,—thie 
rich and despotic chief or serdar of one day be- 
ing often upon the next overcome and reduced 
to a servitude such as he hes himself imposed. 

In spite of their savage character and reckless 
mode ot life, a certain crude, barbaric sense df 
justice makes itself felt. The assassin is in 
turn slain by the nearest of kin to his victim; 
and, if this aveuger happens to be a child, tlie 
retribution is postponed until he is old enough 
to effect it. He can condone the offense if he 
will, and which he will more readily do for 
moner than for any other consideration; but he 
is arbiter. "

In the summer, however sultry the day may 
have been, a posten (lamb-skin cloak) is accepta- 
ble to wind about you at night; and though the 
winter snow-fails are heavy, the weather is sel- 
dom intensely cold. The bade dh age Say pleas- 
ant breeze, is a wind that during the sprirg 
blows steadily over Cabool from the north; but 
as the town of Perwan lies in that direction, it 
may easily have been the origin of the name of 
this persistent wind. 

There are four beautiful intervals fh and 
around Cabool highly cultivable, and fed and 
freshened by many clear springs. Some of these 
meadows are much infested by mosquitoes, but 
others are remarkably free from these little tor- 
ments. An extensive forest to the southeast 
of the city supplies it with fire-wood and timber. 
The Balar Hissar (Palace of the Kings) division 
of the ¢ity is walled around with stone. Here 
are inclosed barracks, stables, palaces, and gar- 
dens, and here the Governor resides. The 
Balar Hissar tower itself is on a high hill 
overlooking the city. In the citv are four 
very large bazars, where wares from almost 
every mart in the world can be found. In 
1842, after the Afghans treacherously sur- 
prised and massacred the British army quar- 
tered in Cabool, killing Siw Alexander Barnes 
and Sir W. Macuaugbton, the British retook the 
city, and completely destroyed one of the lare- 
est and most superb bazars ever constructed in 
the East, and generally despoiled the city, retir- 
ing from it after enacting this terrible revenge. 
The streets of Cabool are very narrow, scarcely 
permitting two horsemen abreast. The 
houses, usually two or three stories high, are 
built of wood and brick, with level roofs on 
which the people sleep In summer nichts, 
the somnambulist being protected dy 
the sort of lattice-work which is 
built around the e of the roo 
In the shops along the ground floors of these 
streets an excellent dinner can be had for one 
penny, and sherbet, ict, and all the deticacies of 
a first-class Afghan dinuer tan be had for about 
three half-pence. If the Aighans were a veace- 
able people, what an El Dotado would their land 
be for **tramps’’! 

On the sides of the picturesque hills that sur- 
round the City of Cabool are many beautiful 
summer homes, with lovely and fragrant gar- 
dens walled in, and the view from the Balar 
Hissar is extended, and comprises not only the 
softened charm of the spicy vales and hill-side 
gardens, but the sublimity of the mountains 
receding from shade to spade of purest blue and 
tintless white into the glistening skies.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


A False Alarm—The Goverpament Inspector 
Dentes Its Presence at the Stock-Yards— 
A Case Examined and Found Not to Be 
Dangerous. e 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Ummon Srock-Yarps, Feb. 28.-In the Chi- 
cago Times of to-day appeared an article headed 
Pleuro-Pneumonta—Its Appearance at the 
Stock-Yards Officially Reported,” which article 
pot only contains erroneous statements, but 
also such a perversion ot facts as is calculated to 
mislead the public, to cause unnecessary alarm, 
and to greatly damage to the live-stock interests 
of the whole Northwest. The facts are as fol- 
lows: : 

Dr. H. T. Detmers, veterinary surgeon, ap- 
pointed as. Inspector of Cattle at the Union- 
Stock-Yards at Chicago by Comtnissioner of 
Agriculture, Gen. W. G. LeDuc, entered upon 
his duties as Inspector on the 20th inst. A 
clean bill of health has been given to all the 
cattle arrived at and departed from 
the Union Stock-Yards of Chicago on every 
day up to date except on Saturday, 
Feb. 22. Onthatday a yearling heifer was 
found, which exhibited signs suspicions of 
plegro-pneumonia., To ascertain with cértainty 
the presence or absence of that disease, the 
heifer was Killed immediately, and sure enough 
those morbid changes in the lungs characteristic 
of pleuro-pneumonia were found. The heifertn 
question, it was ascertained, had Sime in to- 
gether with another having the same car mark, 
and, therefore, very likely the same previous 
owner, in a car-load of hogs trom Sublette, Lee 
Couuty, III. This other heifer on careful-exam- 
ination did not exhibit the least symptoms of 
that disease. Before we proceed further in this 
statement of facts, it may be remarked right 
here that, during the last fifty vears, 
the authorities on diseases of § cattle, 
particuiarly pleuro-pneumonia, have not been 
able to agree whether hepatization, the charac- 
3 morbid change of contagious pleuro- 

neumonia in cattle, oceurs only ia the latter 

isease; or also as the product of common 

sporadic or non-contagious pneumonia, such a 

one as is common in horses, hogs, and in other 

animals. The authorities, as we said, are divided 
on that question. Some say they have never 
seen a case of bepatization in the lunge of 
cattle except in contagious pleuro-pneumonia. 
and others claim they have, but admit that 
hepatization is a rare occurrence m a common 
non-contagious inflammation of the lungs of 
cattle. Hence -it was the plaid duty 
of the Inspector to consider the case

head. Dr. Prentice, who bas just returned, 
has not found. in any of these 
animals a solitary symptom indicating the pres- 
ence of pleuro-pneumunia,—not even @ sick ani- 
mal. As pleuro-pneumonia is highly con- 
tagious and having once broken out in a herd 
exempts but few animals, if any, it can be 
safely concluded, especially as the affected 
heifer had been bred and raised by Mr. Dexter, 
that the case in question was only common 
pueumonia,—which resulted in hepatization,— 
not contagious at all. Consequentiy, there is 
not the least cause of alarm, and it may be safe- 
ly said that contagious pleuro-pneumonig exists 
in the Northwestern States and Territories tribu- 
tary to the Chicago market very likely only in 
the head of some evil-disposed persons. ‘

Creative imagination is 
shown in a wak state by many acts. The

At 4 months 
lacking three days, ne Tiedemann tried, for 
amusement, to make all sorts of movements, 
and to take different postures, The same faculty 
manifests itself under the form of destructive 
and constractive mania. The imitation of ges-

ndicate the first awakeaing of the esthetic sen- 
timent, to which, perhaps, we should also at- 
tribute the attraction that certain pictures have 
for the child.» A little boy 354 83 ald, being 
admitted for some weeks to play with a dozen 
little girls 4 or 5 years old, chose his favorites 
the second day. He hada strong affection for 
two orthree children more playful than the 
others; he would take them in his arms and 
caress them, while turning away from the 
others, acolding them and striking them. The 
same child early showed a sort of esthetic mu- 
sical sentiment. When listening to the piano, 
he would execute rhythmic jerks or starts. At 
20 months children are passionate for the re- 
cital of impressions suited to them. Even at 8 
years they take in earnest the stories told them, 
and often, when these stories are repeated, 
they will not permit any changes of statement. 

a XII.— GENERALIZATION. 

M. Perez does not believe that language is 
necessary to the making of a generalization. He 
points out to the observeraruditnent of gen- 
eralization in children that cannot talk. A child 
8 months old had, among his favorite play- 
things, a tin box,into which he put everything 
that would gointoit. Having found out the 
property of the box, to contain other things, he 
reasoned from this to unknown objects, and be- 
gan to experiment. He tried to put the legs of 
a little dancing jack into the stopper of a de- 
canter, then a little doll’s cradle, and finally the 
end of his forefinger. A child of 8 months, 
at the sicht of any young or playtul person, 
would make starts toward her. Besides, even 
at the time when children express some general 
ideas by words, they have oihers which they do 
not so express. A child of 13 months, 
who was refused the hand when he wished to be 
led, left the person who held him, got. down 
upon the floor, and began tocreep. Creepin 
was for him a means of go 
which he bad a very distinct idea. 

XIII. JUDGMENT. 

If to judge is to believe something of some- 
thing else, we cannot doubt that judgment is 
manifested by children. The Young Tieoemanu 
made a judgment ‘when, seeing his purse take 
her mantic, be understoed that she was going 
out. The notion of quantity is early formed by 
littie children. who know very well a large piece 
of cake from a small one. e idea of number 
is confounded with that of quantity; a little 
child of 3 months seized at the same time two 
sucking-bottles that were offered him.

XIV. REASONING,

XVL NOTION OF SELF: PERSONALITY, REFLEC- 

TION. 

The notion of self may be considered, to a 
certain extent, as hereditary, and already exist- 
ing among thé impressions of fatal life. It is 
developed little by little. The personality of 
little children is concentrated in the sphere. of 
emotion. They do not know distinctly either 
themselves or anything else, but they are sensi- 
ble of the presence of objects, and they are sen- 
sible of themselves living, feeling, and aching. 
At 8 months the notion of personality is al- 
ready outlined; When children begin to speak 
of themselves they employ the third person, 
M. Perez does not conclude from this that chil- 
dren are unable to separate their personalit 
from external’ objects. The words J, me, Paul, 
Charles, etc., alike express the notion of ber- 
sonal individuality; they designate the person- 
ality of the qhild, a personality thut he well 
knows. When between 2 and 3 years old 
the sentiment of personality is aflirm- 
ed and exaggerated. A4 child was 
very delicate before the age of 2 
months. His self-love had to be corrected. 
When 8 years old he fell, and before getting up 
he walked on all-fours, making believe that_he 
had not fallen. At another time be stumbled 
on the staircase, and rolled over two or three 
times, purposely bumping his hend with a noise. 
He pretended to have fallen for fun. He was 
usually pedantic, egotistic, and con¢eited, bat 
from time to time would show sympathy and 
diffidence. | 

XVII. THE MORAL SENSE. 

The child hag not the absolute idea of good 
and bad; but he has the objective idea from the 
age of 6 or 7 months. For him that which is 
permitted is good, that which is forbidden is 
bad. .A child 7 months old had learned from its 
mother, who had scolded and shaken it, that it 
ought not to cry to be taken up or held in arms 
if its wishes were not immediately granted. 
When 10 months old the child began to get up 
itself in a hesitating way, —a moral being. A 
little child of 11 months obeyed his father very 
well, particulariy when asked to do anything for 
the amusement or pleasure of others. For 
little children, the moral law is incarnated in 
their parents. A little boy, staying for two or 
three mopths with his uncle, would show how 
his mother managed in reference to him, and 
ery and gesticulate if things were not done as 
she did them. He would himself follow the 
rule of conduct that he tried to imoose upon 
others. ‘It ig very bad to lie,” said he, that 
gives mamma much paip,—that makes her cry.’’ 
As for the rest, the moral sense is slowly mou 
fied, according to the circumstances in which the 
child is placed. Both sympathy and the desire 
to please play an important part in the develop- 
ment of the moral taculties. A little girl of 40 
months was, greatly afflicted wnen her mother 
gaid to her. Lam augry with baby.“ She was, 
for the most part, indifferent to her father’s 
scoldings, whom she was accustomed to bear cry 
out at her, and threaten her. The young Tiede-

Ine moral sense is one of the faculties 
most susceptible of modification by education. 

Ihe love of justice sometimes manifests itself. 
A ligtie boy, the first time he told a lie, was shut 
in the closet, and when he was set free he cried 
out, struck with the importance attached to hs 


fault. But, mamma, perhaps 1 am not pun- 


isned enough for a fault so grave.“ Some chil- 
dreo are open-handed to liberality; others, on 
the contrary, have the instinct of ownership 
strongly developed. The instinct of appropria- 
tion is also mapiiested, and sometimes becomes 
the instinct of stealing. Finally, almost all chil- 
dren are cruel} it is hard to prevent them from 
hurting animais. A little girl 2 1 — old, very 
affectionate and caressing, passed three-fourths 
of the day tormenting an old dog. ‘The best 
children are v¢trayéd into striking even those 
they fondly love. 
CONCLUSION. 

We find the germs of all the faculties in the 
little child, and ‘sensations are the food upon 
which they grow. We may even say that the 
essential faculties are innate, since the nervous 
centres that manifest them are already organ- 
ized at the moment of birth. The method fol- 
lowed by M. Perez is the scientific method; ob- 
servation abounds in his work; perhaps, bow- 
ever, some iuduections repose upon. disputable 
interpretations. But, be this as it may, ihe 
book of M. Perez is full of interest, and cannot 
fuilto be of great utilityin a study so impor- 
tant, so curious, and so long neglected as the 
psychology of infants. ; !

Cuicaco, Feb. 2.—In Tue Tatum of the 
24th, Mr. Shufeldt gives us one of bis peculiar 
screeds on life insurance. I do vot know what 
motive he has in trying to lead the public to be- 
lieve that life companies return 81 for every $4 
collected, but it is wrong. Mr. Sbufeidt, al- 
though a lawyer, seems to forget that the laws 
of Massachusetts, New York, Lilinois, and some 
other States, compel lile companies to retain so 
much of the receipts as will amount to the pres- 
ent value of future claims, and what is called a 
reserve; also, that tuere are other expenditures 
besides losses. 

Now, let us look at some vlain*facts: I have 
not the records of all the companies at hand 
but I will take those of two of the leading and 
most promising ones as illustrative,—the Mutual 
Benefit of New Jersey and Connecticut Mutual. 
The total receipts of these two companies from 
date of organization to Jan. 1, 1878, were:

Smith, sent out by the proprietors of Scribner's 
Magazine, who bad spent some four months in 
the Province of Ceara, and who went from but 
to hut, and witnessed the horrible scenes of 
starvation and death which that obscure prov- 
ince is now afflicted with. The Province of 
Cearais a small province on the northeast 
coast of Brazil, and for many years has been 
more or less affictad with droughts. There are 
no rivérs in the province beyond mere streams, 
now entirely dried up, in consequence of the 
severity of the drongiht of 187778. 

The relations ot-this province have nothing to 
do with the cultivated and fertile Province of 
Brazil, any more than the Black Hüls would 
have to do witn the rest of American territory. 
Therefore, this big scarecrow should be under- 
stood. The inhabitants of Ceara are, in geveral, 
a miscrable set of mixed breeds, —Iudiaus and 
negroes,—and amore worthless and idle set 
cannot be found on earth. The Government 
bas shipped provisions and dope all that lay in 
its power to mitigate the suifcTing, much in the 
same manner that the United States aided all 
in its power to our own aflilicted South.

Far from that, they are by 
force mixed with the scum of society, and Jearn 
what makes them drunkards, thieves, murderers. 

And still we are asked to squander our money 
to teach a foreign language in our public 
schoals. oo 

Gentlemen of the Board of Education, give 
us, first, accommodations and teachers for those 
forsaken children; that is your first and most 
sacred duty; then you may, when our scholars 
become of age, say 14 years, stuff them with 
German, French, Scandinavian, Spanish, or any 
language they may digest, 

But, as it is, teaching German in our common 
schools is unjust to those poor, cast-out chil- 
dren. It is overfeeding those who enjoy the 
benetit of our schools and refusing a morsel to 
those poor, famished thousands. It is giving 
lite, knowledge, light, and protection to some, 
and pluoging others into darkness, vice, and 
degradation.

Ii the 
law is good there for the national language, it 
should be good here, unless we come to the 
coGclusion to become Germans. But, nay; our 
German-Americans, by renouncing their al- 
legiance to the r of Germany, prove 
their preference for their American citizenship. 

Before 12 or 14 years a child cannot even 
embrace all the branches of a good English 
education efficiently, successfully. The excep- 
tion would confirm the rule. Then to add to 
those studies so arduous a branch as a foreign 
language must hinder success and efficiency in 
ourcommon schools, thus lowering the standard 
of a system of which was ‘supposed 
to be the first in the world. 

An answer to the above is: “Abolish the 
High Schools, and then we will grant you the 
exclusion of German from the common schools, 
and the proceeds of the economy will be worth 
the while to build new schools and give teachers

M. D. had ever given any. tboucht 
or study to the syllabication of the English 
language he would have learned that the long 
or short quantity of the yowel depends upon 
whether une word or syllable divides on the 
vowel or consonant. The general rule or analo- 
gy of the lauguage is that when the word di- 
vides on the yvowet it is long,“ and when on 
the consonant the vowel is short. The tongue 
naturally glides into this usage, and in that wa 
and for that reason it has become the genera 
custom,—with some exceptions, of course, as 
there are to all linguistic rules. 

‘lake the very words he cites, and their sylla- 
bic division shows whether the vowel is long or 
short (except the word. faithless), viz.: Na- 
tive, ca-price, sa-cred, Va-lise, no-tion, ro-tate, 
co-ral, re-torm, re-imburse.

Hence, the pro- 
nunciation of a word tells where it divides into 
syllables and gives the stress on the vowél, 
whether long, or short, or medium. If more 
than this is required on the printed page it can 
de obtained by using accent or other diacritical 
signs such as those employed in pronouncip 
dictionaries, and consequently there is no n 
of disfiguring the alphabet by the injecting of a 
parcel of alien or invented characters, which 
the public can never be induced to naturalize or 
adopt.

Appalling Statements Made by Medical 
Practitioners in ’Frisco, 


How the Women Are Purchased and Given Up te

Saw Frawcisco, Feb. 22.—Is it safe, to en- 
courage or permit the continued contact of one 
certain element of the Chinese population of 
this country with the whites? 1 refer to the fe- 
male Chinese, the eharacter of whom is too 
well known to necessitate auy lengthy analysis 
here for the purpose of establishing their entire 
lack of morals and their pernicious habits. 

In my last letter I showed, on the authority 
of representative Chinese themselves, how great 
is the population of Mongolians on our coast. 
You will find it stated there that 2,000 ot the 
82,000 Chinese in San Francisco alone are fe- 
males.
